Jesse Riley, '37, garage-^aan, both of Five Points, is in a criti- 
cal condition at Berger hospital suffering from burns after an 
accident in Saltcreek-twp, Hocking-co, several miles south of 
Adelphi at 4 a. m. Wednesday. Riley is not expected to sur- 
vive his injuries.

it is reported they went to 


sell a radio. They were returning 
at 4 a. m. when Riley is said to 
have dropped a lighted match_on 
the flooi of tis 1924 Ford coupe. 
The gasoline tank, under the seat 
of the car, did not have a cap on 
it and while the car was going 
over the rolling country in Hock- 
ing-co gasoline had seeped out of 
the tank onto the floor. As soon 
as the lighted match hit the floor 
the gasoline exploded and the car 
was a flaming holocaust. 


CAR TURNS OVER 


Riley drove to the side of the 


road and the car fell over on its 
right 
side 
He was 
thrown 


through the top of the car and 
free of the flames but Mrs Waples 
was trapped with no means of es- 
cape. Her body was burned to a 
crisp. 


The driver of the car, able to 


stand up, ran to the nearest house 
and summoned help. JJy the time 
aflsiatanc* was obtained Mrs. 
Waple was dead. Her body could 
b«- seen Burning in. th«- flaming, 
wreck but nothing could be done 


her. 
racob Karshner, constable

elphi, reported Wednesday af- 


cernoon that he found a. can con- 
taining a quart of alleged whiskey 
at the side of the wrecked Ford 
when he investigated the accident. 
Dr. Miller, Hocking-co coroner, al- 
so was probing the wreck Wednes- 
day afternoon. 


CONDITION CRITICAL 


When news of the accident was 


learned in the Laurelville and 
Adelphi vicinity, many persons 
hurried to the scene. Dr. Hem- 
meger of Adelphi was summoned 
and 4ook the injured man to his 
offices. After aiding nun the best 
he could, he ordered the man be 
taken to Berger hospital, where 
attaches report he is suffering ser- 
ious burns about the face, both 
hands and feet with the bottom 
of one foot being burned off and 
that his body is burned badly. His 
condition is reported extremely 
critical. 
The body of Mrs. Waples was 
ten to the morgue of an Adel-

COLUMBUS, O.', Mar. 18—Bat- 


tle clouds hung over the house and 
senate chambers today following 
the lower branch's action late yes- 
terday in passing the Secrest-Bost- 
wick bill doubling the township's 
share of the gasoline tax funds. 


The bill, which passed by 
th<r 


overwhelming majority of 113 to 
6, would reduce the state's share of 
the gas tax from 62 1-2 to 52 per 
cent and would increase the share 
of the counties from 15 to 18 per- 
cent. 
The share of metropolitan 


centers would be increased from 
17 1-2 to 20 per cent and the coun- 
ties from five to ten per cent 


PLACED IN SENATE 


In this form the measure today 


was placed m the hands of the se- 
nate, which has under consideration 
the Nickels bill, providing for a 
"secondary" state highway system, 
designating 4,000 mile,s of roads 
to comprise the new system, and 
authorizing expenditure of $2,300,- 
000 for improvement of "second- 
ary" roads during the first year. 


The Nickels bill, it was under- 


stood, has the endorsement of the 
present state administration, par- 
ticularly Highway Director O. W. 
•Mprrei, who objects to the Secrest- 
Bostwick measure "for economic 
reasons." ~~ 


"The state"cannot afford to have 


its stiare "of the gas tax reduced, 
for it would not then be able to 
carry on the full operations of the 
highway department,' Merrell con- 
tends. 


WOULD AID COUNTIES 
Under provisions of the Nickels 


bill, the highway department would 
take over part of the road work 
no* performed by the counties, m 
turn, to take over some of the 
township work. This, it was point- 
ed out, would enable the townships 
to improve additional side, or mud, 
roads. 


House members, speaking 
for 


the Secresl-Bostwick bill, however, 
indicated a lack of confidence in 
highway department promises for 
township road improvement. 


Despite assurances 
given 
by 


highway department officials, it 
was stated, townships have been 
waiting in vain for many years for 
adequate road improvements in the 
rural districts.

to be desired and can be had with 
a little attention and forethought. 


Lime on your lawn does more 


harm than good. Grass prefers soil 
slightly sour op acid.

motes weed growth while acid fer- 
tilizers such as ammonium sulphate 
promotes grass growth and retards 
weed growth. Ammonium sulphate 
can be applied three times a year 
with great benefit. 


Ordinary barn manure does more 


harm than good. 
It .is unsightly, 


full of weed .seed, and while it pro- 
motes grass growth, you damage 
the new growth when you remove 
the surplus of straw left by the 
manure and so much stable manure 
now contains excelsior and 
saw 


dust, neither of which is good fcr 
lawns. Pulverized sheep manure is 
not expensive, contains no weed 
seed, furnished a fine mulch and 
there is nothing to be removed and 
it is easily applied. Weed seed in 
pulverized sheep manure are steri- 
lized by application of heat. 


Lawns that are kept cut need to i 


b« resceded and a small amount ap- 
plied each year la (tealreable. Ap- 
plication Is best In April or Sep- 
tember. 


Terraces need 
special grasses 


that root deeply, while shady places 
need different grasses from that 
used on the exposed lawn. 
Your florist carries sheep manure 
bone meal .and can furnish spedul 
seed mixtures for terraces or sha- 
dy places and will be glad to advise 
with you concerning any lawn pro- 
blem. 


Early in April your law should 


be rolled. You can not roll 
the 


lawn too much provided it is i.ot 
rolled when too wet. It is too -.vet 
when soil sticks to the roller. 


Cut the grass often and leave 


the cutting lay. they make a top 
mulch and protect the grass roots 
from the hot sun and hold mois- 
ture. 


Do not sprinkle the lawn. If the 


weather is dry, soak 
the lawn; 


sprinkling only encourages the 
grass roots to develop near the sur- 
face where they burn out easily.
